G.S.R. 1484. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309* 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the method of recruitment of persons to the post of Research Assistant in the- 
Ministry of Home Affairs, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement — (1) These rules may be called the Research 
Assistant (Ministry of Home Affairs) Recruitment Rules, 1969. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. Number of post, classification and scale of pay. — The number of the posts, 
its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in- 
columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

3. Method of recruitment age limit and other qualifications. — The method of 
recruitment to the said post, the age limit, qualifications and other matters con- 
nected therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualifications. — (a) No person who has more than one wife living or 
who having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of Its taking place during the life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to the said post; and 

(b) No woman whose marriage is void by reason of her husband having a wife- 
living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a wife 
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living at the time of such marriage shall be eligible for appointment to the said 
post. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so doing exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax, — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it 
is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded 
in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of 
persons.

1. Short title and commencement, — (1) These rules may be called the Indian. 
Forest Service (Probation) Second Amendment Rules, 1969. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In the Indian Forest Service (Probation) Rules, 1968, for rule 6 (including 
the proviso thereto), the following rule shall be substituted, namely: — 

“6. Training. — (1) Every probationer referred to in sub-rule (2) of rule 3 
shall, on appointment to the Service, attend and undergo such training 
and for such periods as the Central Government may direct in — 
(i) the National Academy of Administration; and 
(11) the institute: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if it so thinks fit, dispense- 
with such training or any part thereof with respect to any class of 
probationers after taking into consideration any training already- 
undergone by such class of probationers. 

(2) On completion of the training in the National Academy of Administra- 
tion and the Institute, every probationer shall undergo such further 
training in the State to which he is posted and for such peripd as the 
Central Government may. In consultation with the State Government 
concerned, direct”

— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 
3 of the All India Services Act, 1951 (61 of 1951), the Central Government, after 
consultation with the Governments of the States concerned, hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the Indian Forest Service (Regulation of 
Seniority) Rules, 1968, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Indian 
Forest Service (Regulation of Seniority) Amendment Rules, 1969. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In the Indian Forest Service (Regulation of Seniority) Rules, 1968, 

(i) after clause (c) of sub-rule (2) of rule 3, the following clause shall bo- 
inserted, namely: 

"(d) where an officer is appointed to the Service in accordance with rule 
7A of the Recruitment Rules, deemed to be the year in which he 
would have been so appointed at his first or second attempt after

Explanation . — If an officer, who qualified himself for appointment to the 
Service in a particular year, could not be so anpolnted in that year 
on account of non-availabilitv of a vacancy and is actually appointed 
in the next year, then his year of allotment would be depressed by- 
one year. He shall be placed above all the officers recruited under 
Rule 7A of the Recruitment Rules and who have the same year ot 
allotment." 
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(il) after sub-rule (4) of rule 4, the following sub-rules shall be added, 
namely; 

"(5) Officers appointed to' the Service in accordance with rule 7 A of the 
Recruitment Rules with the same year of allotment, shall be ranked 
inter se In order of merit which shall be determined on the basis of 
the marks obtained by each officer, calculated in the manner speci- 
fied below: 

(a) full aggregate marks in the competitive examination; and 

(b) 60 per cent of the aggregate marks in the Indian Forest Service 

Probationers’ Final Examination and the assessment of the record 
In the Forest Research Institute and Colleges: 

Provided that in determining such order of merit no account shall be 
taken of marks awarded to an officer In any subject in which he 
has failed to satisfy the President of the Forest Research Institute 
and Colleges, Dehra Dun. 

(6) Officers appointed to the Service in accordance with rule 7A of the 
Recruitment Rules, shall be placed below the last officer of the same 
year of allotment recruited under sub-rule (1) of rule 4 of the 
Recruitment Rules.”

Provided that the upper age limit specified for direct recruitment to the 
post of Officer on Special Duty (Training) may be relaxed in the case of candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes or Schedule Tribes and other special cate- 
gories of persons in accordance with the general orders of the Central Gov- 
ernment issued from time to time. 


5. Disqualification.— (a) No person who has more than one wife living or who 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reasons of its taking place during the life time of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to the said post; and 

(b) no woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to the 
said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that 
it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order, for reasons to be recorded 
in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of per- 
sons or posts.

— (1) No person, who has more than one wife living or 
who, having a spouse living, marries in any case In which such marriage Is void 
by reason of taking place during the life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to the said post, and 

(II) no woman, whose marriage is void by reason of her husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a 
wife living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to the 
said post; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 
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0. Power to relax- — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order., for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules in respect of any class or 
category of persons-
